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ENaLISH AFFAIRS. 

Egyptian Folitics-.-Trac.o3 Congress— 
Ohineso Labor— Froncli Distrust - 
Strongttk of tho Administra- 
tion. 

Nkw York, September 21. — A ca- 
ble special of the li ;5«1 to the Tribune 
t'roiu .London sn\>: The surrender of 
Datniotta finally disposes of iiio TCgrp- 
tiau, rebellion. The English rw.d the 
.foreign press arc in the tliiok of .ii.-i- 
cussion on the resettlement of the 
country ; but it seems to lie forgotten 
that, it practically remains with CrltuJ- 
stone to say whether there shall he 
nny reference to liurope or not. The 
Powers agreed to British intervention 
on the unclerstaiMliiig tlmt any mod ill- 
cation of the statu quo should ho .sub- 
mitted to general ponsiilfjration. At 
present the statu ijuo only is revived 
sinco the Khedive is resuming the 
Government with tin' old arrange- 
ments, including the Anglo- French con- 
trol, in which the French representa- 
tive!; tfilce part., ft is quite probable, 
however, that Gladstone's scheme will 
make necessary some chaiiges. It is 
likelv they will he submitted to Par- 
liament, and that then the Conference 
will assemble. As to the purchase of 
suzerainty, it is strongly pressed on 
the Government. England declares 
she will not, encroach on the Sultan's 
rights. On the other hand, we hear 
from Vienna that Europe is quite wil- 
ling to grant England the wardenship 
of the Suez Canal, with protection of 
territory on either side. The French 
papers, failing to observe that a con- 
tract still exists, are demanding that 
England shall compensate them for ex- 
clusion from Egypt. Gladstone's 
triumph in Egypt is. a crushing blow 
to his opponents at home. 

The Trades Congress has just con- 
cluded its annual session in Manches- 
ter. The Congress pronounced in fa 
vor of the nationalization of the land 
doctrine promulgated by George and 
taken up .by Davitt, and denounced by 
Par'nell. Davitt is shortly to 4 introduce 
the subject to a West End audience in 
• London. Mr. George has already laid 
his scheme before a gathering of cler- 
gy- 

Thu proposal lo introduce Chinese 
coolie 'labor. has roused the indignation 
of ■London Democrats, who are about to 
uppeal to' tho -Prime Minister to influ- 
ence the Chinese Government 10 stop 
the export. It is questionable whether 
the coolie laborer would succeed here, 
.since it is .impossible, save in ono or 
two disagreeable and ill-paid occupa- 
tions, to undersell the natives. 

The distrust of Parnell among Eng- 
lish Liberals has'been increased by the 
publication of a letter in which he in- 
sists on the. .retirement of the Land 
League candidate for Dorry, to secure 
the defeat of the Solicitor General. 

The World's London cable of the 
l23d says: The Government is now 
beginning to realize the truth that there 
are many and groat difficulties to be en- 
countered in the process of airanging 
the Egyptian affairs. Gam bet list or- 
gans in Paris, to begin with, are de- 
manding the revival of the joint con- 
trol, with influence in the affairs of 
Egypt utterly undiminished. At pres- 
ent, however, the British Government 
does not seem disposed to consent to 
any such proposition. The old control 
is believed to have had a great share 
in producing Arabi and. the national 
party in Egypt, and consequently to 
have led to the war. Further, it is 
held that France has no eight to enter 
Egypt on equal terms with England, 
having declined to take any part in 
putting down Arabia insurrection. 
The irritation in Prance at being thus 
calmly and conspicuously elbowed out 
of the way can naturally he imagined, 
and it is evidently increasing every 
day, and may give rise to some serious 
complications. 

Again Russia is arming extensively, 
and is sain to he preparing to put in a 
demand for the whole of the Balkan 
peninsula. Whether she will or not, 
«he will certainly endeavor to get an- 
other slice out of the Sultan's domin- 
ions by way of compensation for nny 
gains England may make or be suppos- 
ed to have made in Egypt Italy is 
also determined not to bo left out in 
i he cold if she can help it by diploma- 
cy or menace, and so you will see that 
the prospect is darkening rapidly, and 
that it will be by no moans surprising 
should Gladstone's Administration al- 
ter- its mind about recalling its troops 
from Egypt and decide instead to leave 
by far the larger part of the army in 
| that country. The next, step will 
probably be to submit plans for die 
settlement of the Egyptian question to 
n European conference. This, of 
course, will cause great delay, and in 
i he meantime the British occupation 
the Khedive's country will go on, and 



perhaps gradually, almost impercepti- 
bly, slip into a final settlement. in a 
1 matter like this, possession is half the 
battle, and it is also among the proba- 
. hilities, that those who fondly believed 
' that Mr. (Hailstone would get out of 
Egypt, bag and baggage, as soon as 
the war was over will find that once 
again thoy have-made a total mistake.

Some weeks njjo -it was neeu that tlia 
government were disposed to throw all 
possiblo obstacles in t lie way of the hear- 
ing of the Esquimau election petition. 
They fought the petition in chambers un- 
til their counsel blushed to the roots of 
vheir hair and the government, -from a 
sense of shame, were forced to drop fur- 
ther opposition. Yesterday the court sat 
again and after a material witness in sup- 
port of the petition had been heard it was 
discovered that the government had no 
gleclod to comply with the act and ap- 
point a short-hand reporter.

TE3 LOST ASIA. 

•Tho Sufferings of tho Survivors. 



Mr. Tinkess, who with Miss Morrison, 
a young lady passenger of only 19 yoars, 
was saved from the wreck of the steamer 
Asia on Lake Huron, speaks as follows of 
the Bufferings of the party who were in 
the boat when the steamer wont down : 

"SVe were at this time about 'JO miles 
from shore, with no means of propelling 
the craft with the exception of «'» 'single 
paddle, which was of no earthly use. We 
drifted on in this way for some hours, 
our boat being full of water, when it 
became somewhat calm, and then tho 
struggle with death began. The first to 
succumb of the now remaining seven was 
one of the strangers. The poor fellow 
made an effort to retain his hold un life, 
but he had to go. About two hours after- 
wards the other stranger followed him, 
and was laid in the bottom of tho boat 
by the side oi : his dead comrade. About j 
5 o'clock in the evening land was sig- 
nalod, and the cry of 'Saved!' was raised; 
but they little thought that before that 
shelter was reached they would be be- j 
yond all earthly aid. Tho mate now i 
struck up the old familiar tune 'Pull for j 
the Shore, Sailors, Pull for the Shore,' 
and we all heartily joined. Our voices 
were next heard reverently singing 'The 
Sweet By and By, when we fondly 
thought we could meet on ihe shore to 
which we were now drifting. Shortly 
after the last notes had died away Mr, 
Little of Saull Ste. Marie lay down and 
breathed his life away. Shortly after this 
the lighthouse oil' Byug Inlet was sighted, 
and it was a grand sight to our weary 1 
eyes. About an hour and a half after- 
wards the mate, who was supported by 
the brave girl, who can truly be called 
the Grace Darling of modern times, laid 
down his weary head and went to his 
eternal rest. The captain, turning to me, 
said, 'The poor mato is gone.' Towards 
morning the captain appeared to drop 
asleep, and going towards him 1 shook 
him, asking him to wake up. lie merely 
answered 'Yes,' and on niy repeating it 
said he would lie up in a minute. A huge 
wave I hen struck mo from him, and when 
1 returned he was dead. During all those 1 
terrible scenes of death, when our com 
panions were dying one by one, it never 
occurred to me that I should In- com- 
pelled to Buccumh, Inn felt perfectly aura 
that 1 Would reach land safely. Miss 
Morrison appeared to ho of the same 
mind, and kept up with a courage and de- , 
termination almost entirely unheard of. 
We struck the beach at daybreak noxt 
morning, when we saw a derrick, which i 
we mistook for a light house, ami we 
started to reach it. The girl, however, 
was unable to accomplish the ta.sk, and 
so sat down on the sand. 1 then reinovod 
all the bodies from the boat, and getting 
in we attempted in this way to reach the 
derrick; but between tin' delay .in shore 
and the trouble of propelling our craft, 
we only succeeded in making a half mile 
before dark. That night (Friday) we 
slept on the beach, and next morning ■ 
reached the derrick, when Miss Mormon's j 
strength again gave out. That evening 1 | 
hailed an Indian who was passing in a 
boat, and bargained with him to take us j 
to Parry Sound. On Saturday morning! 
I the Indian furnished us with some break I 
j fast, the first food wo had eaten since the j 

previous Wednesday evening. We had 
I drifted some eighteen hours from the 
time we left the sinking vessel until we 
struck tho beach.'

* (Ilefore the Hon. Mr. Justice Cray.) 

THURSDAY, Oct. 5. 
In the matter, of the petition of M. 
M«tr agayist the return of .1. R. Hett, as 
representative of Estpiimalt electoral dis- 

Mr. Theo. Davie appeared for the pe- 
titioner; Mr. Pollard and Mr. Walls for 
the respondent. 

Mr. Davie said he proposed to proceed 
with the trial of the petition, which 'was 
against the return of , I. Si. Hett. T: At the 
last general election held at Esfpiimalt oil 
the 24th "f July last, when said J. R. 
Hett, H. Helgesen, 0. E. Pooley and 
T. P. Child were candidates, J. R. 
Hett was returned as one of the success- 
ful candidates, he having obtained a cer- 
tain number of illegal votes which gave 
him a majority of but one vote over C. 
K. Pooley — Mr. Hot! receiving 74 votes, 
and Mr. Pooley 715. The votes of Joseph 
Lavender, T. McNally, A. Whetstone, II. 
Setnple and A. 0. Muir were objected to 
by the petitioner. The list of objections 
comprised several volets whose names 
had not been properly registered, but the 
objections on that ground were aban- 
doned. The object ions against C. Daley, 
M. W. Walsh, 1'. Quail and J. Sullivan 
would not be pressed... The grounds urged 
against Lavender and McXally were that 
they were not British subjects. Whet- 
stone, Muir and Semple were each regis- 
tered on another roll at the time of their 
voting and at the time of sending in their 
applications to be put on the Esqtlimalt 
roll. Setnple and Whetstone were regis- 
tered on the Cariboo roll, and Muir on 
the Nanaimo roll. Under section 50 of 
the Controverted Elections Act, the re- 
spondent is entitled to bring in recrimi- 
nating evidence, and in this case the 
respondent hail objected to the vole of .1. 
(.!. Scott on the ground that In- is an 
American citizen, and the vote of Win. 
Dingle on the ground thai he is not able 
to read or write, and the returning otlicer 
did not mark hi* ballot paper in the 
presence of the candidates. As the prac- 
tice in England is the same an that pur- 
sued here, the first step will he for Mr. 
Pooley to place himself in the majority, 
and the respondent can then produce his 
recriminatory evidence. Such was the 
practice in the Stonnont election case. 

Mr. Justice (!ray That is the new 
practice. Tho old practice was to strike 
oil' vote for vote. The new practice is tor 
the petitioner to first place himself in a 
majority, and then for tho respondent to 
destroy the majority if he- can. The 
whole matter is limited to the legality of 
seven votes the on one side and two on 
the other. The petitioner proposes to 
prove the illegality of those live votes 
and then to ask the respondent to prove 
the illegality of his two voles.

Harvest Thaakagrivlngr Service. 

Last evening a full choral harvest 
thanksgiving service was held in Christ 
Church Cathedral, the chancel of which 
was very tastefully decorated for tho oc- 
casion by some of the ladios of the con- 
gregation.

The serinon was 
preached by the Rev. Wm. Clarke, rector 
of Nanaimo, who took for his text Deut. 
'iCthchap., 10th and 11th verses. The 
reverend gentleman in an eloquent dis- 
course briefly alluded fo tho occasion and 
dwelt upon tin; necessity of making a 
public recognition of God's bounty, and 
that private gratitude was not sufficient. 
He referred to such services instituted for 
the Jews under the ceremonial law and 
concluded by saying that there wore many 
other national and private blessings be- 
sides a bountiful harvest that wo ought 
to be thankful for, though often we en- 
joyed them almost unconsciously.

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CEURCK OF ENGLAND SYNOD. 
Dioccso of Columbia'. 

The synod of the diocese of Columbia 
assembled ut. Christ Church on Thursday 
Oct. it. Proceedings commenced by 
divine service being held and holy com- 
munion administered. The sermon was 
preached by tho Right Rev. the Bishop 
of Caledonia. 

After service the president — the Lord 
Bishop of Columbia, introduced the Right 
Rev. the Lord Bishop of Caledonia and 
the. Rev. A. 0. Wright, chaplain of Her 
Majesty's ship Collins, who were invited 
to take seats in the synod. Prayer 
having been offered the usual business of 
electing clerical and lay secretaries, 
treasurer and auditors wasproceoded with. 
The Rev. C. H. Badgley and Mr. M. IV. 
T. Drake were reelected clerical and lay 
secretaries, and Mr. E. Johnson treasur- 
er. Mr. W. C. Ward and Mr. Roul 
Harvey wore reappointed auditors The 
address by tho president touched upon 
mattors of deep interest to the Colonial 
Church and the church generally such as 
the Grahanistown case and marriage with 
a deceased wife's sister. 

The election of the executive commit- 
tee followed, resulting in the following 
members being elected fo fill the place of 
those retirin" by rotation- file Yen. 
Archdeacon Mason, Rev. D. Holmes and 
Rev. W. H. Clarke, clerical; and Messrs. 
J. U. Lines, W. C. Ward and A. 0. An 
dorson, lay members. Tliereporfl of tho 
executive committee, mission board, etc. , 
were then read. The assessment of dis- 
tricts for the income of the clergy and sy- 
nod expenses was apportioned. The pro- 
position that the synod should henceforth 
meet biennially instead of annually was 
continued. 

The Rev. C. 11. Badgley then spoke 
concerning the advisability of attempting 
and carrying out. the plan for tho estab- 
lishing of a college school on a more per- 
manent basis and for the imparting of a 
higher education than has heretofore 
been attempted. A discussion followed 
upon the proposal to organize a provin- j 
cial synod for tho province of British : 
Columbia. The following address to the | 
Bishop of Caledonia was proposed by Mr i 
A. C. Anderson and seconded by Mr. 
O'Reilly: ' j 

"The bishop, clergy and lay delegates of j 
(he diocese of Columbia welcome you as j 
a visitor at. our synod. We desire fo as- 
sure you of our prayerful interest in all 
your work. We are thankful that one of 
so large experience both in the mission 
tick) and ni parochial ministrations in I 
England should have accepted the call to j 
preside over the arduous northern diocese j 
of the Church of England in this province. ] 
where so much opportunity is afforded of 
zealous labor for tho evangelization an. I ] 
improvement of the native tribes. We 
have gladly noticed that your advent lias 
given fresh impetus to this important i 
Work, and that not only have additional 
clergy followed you out from England 1 
and mure are expected, but that undei 
your auspices and by much of your own 
labor translations of holy scripture and 
the prayer book have been printed and 
published for the first time in no less than | 
three different Indian languages. May 
3'oti long be spared to the pood work and j 
be blest in the end by a rich reward." 

Mr. O'Reilly in seconding this address , 
said he had been a good ileal about in j 
ihedioceseof Caledonia, and could testify 
to tho high esteem in which his lordship ' 
was held. Tho work, too, was of an im- 
portant character, and he felt sine that 
the bishop was precisely the man to ! 
undertake the responsibility of carrying 
it out. 

The bishop replied in suitable terms, 
expressing a hope that the success which 
had already attended his labors might be; : 
increased and the work extended, as more 
laborers for the mission were expected. 

Mr. "It. E. Jackson moved and Mr. 
O'Reilly seconded the following result] - 
tion. 

"That a clergyman should visit each of ! 
the mission stations and hold services at ' 
least once a month in every station dur- | 
ing tho months botwecn February and 
November." Carried. 

A voto . f thanks was unanimously ac- 
corded to tho Bishop for the manner in ' 
which he had presided. The To Deum : 
being said and the benediction given the 
synod adjourned.

N'kw Ouleaxs, Sept. 30.- A Vichsburg 
special says: This morning, at 3 o'clock, 
a tiro broke out on tho steamer R. E. Lee 
whilo on her trip to this city, about thirty 
miles below here, resulting in tho total 
destruction of tho boat, with a terrible 
loss of life. The U. S. mail was lost, to- 
gether with it cargo of 500 bales of cotton.

Vienna, Oct. 2. — Advices from Pres- 
burg report anti-Jewish riots there. The 
mob broke windows in many bouses oc- 
cupied by Jews. The military restored 
order after making 40 arrests. The riot- 
ers declared that what they had done 
was merely a prelude to what was com- 
ing. Tho shops and warehouses of Jews 
were forced open and plundered. Riot- 
ers offered to the military obstinate re- 
sistance, some of them seizing the sol- 
diers' bayonets with their hands. Simi- 
lar excesses were committed iu the 
neighborhood of the town of Blnmeuthal, 
where thirty persons were arrested. Sev- 
eral hundred Jews have fled I.. A'ienna. 

Pauls, Oct. 2. — By a treaty with 
King Baltkes France is expected to gain 
control of the Congo country. King Le- 
opold in a letter to M. DeLosseps has 
recognized this as an accomplished fact. 
The French papers represent Stanley as 
having tried to supplant the French, and 
demand an immediate ratification of tho 
treaty. 



English Mail. 

l Pur Stoamer North Pacific.) 

Certainly there is an air of romance 
and of tragedy about the story of Dhu- 
leep Singh, who, it is announced, in- 
tends no'.v to seek election to the Brit- 
ish House of Commons. Ho began 
life as n Maharajas of the Punjab, pos- 
sessor of the Kohinoor and other al- 
most boundless wealth. After rttin- 
oiih treaties, he now bids fair to close 
bis career in tin; position of Squire 
of Elvedon, a quiet English country 
gentleman, without the Kohinoor or 
any of his former vast possessions, 
Hiivo an annuity from tin- Government 
of §125, 000, which, by his luxurious 
habits, hu has already reduced to j-135,000 
por annum. True, ho bus purchased 
estates and built magnificent palaces in 
England, Elveden Hail having cost §300,- 
000, but by act of Parliament all these 
must be sold at his death, leaving his heir 
only the name and the memory of the son 
oi the "Lion of the Punjaub." 

The farniois of Nairnshire, in Scot- 
land, have beer, greatly annoyed by rooks 
and wild pigeons, and early in the season 
formed an association for their destruc- 
tion. In order lo pay tho cost of killing 
these birds thoy assessed themselves 2s lid 
per plough, and then offered rewards of a 
penny per head for rooks and three far- 
things for pigeons. It is estimated that 
some 4000 rooks an. I LO00 pigeons have in 
consequence been killed by the game- 
keepers of Nairnshire. 

All extraordinary haul of salmon— the 
largest, it is said, within living memory — 
was got on tin- Tyne recently. No less 
than 1-1 tons of salmon passed through 
Newcastle .station on one day, and tho 
takes since then have been much above 
I he average. 

The lenuiins ol Charles William Fry, 
described as staff bandmaster in the Sal- 
vation Army, were recently interred in 
the Necropolis at Glasgow, tho funeral 
obsequies exciting much public interest. 
The deceased having .lied at Polmont, 
whither he had gone for the benefit of 
his health, his body was brought on to 
Queen street station, where it was met by 
many "stall' officers." The coffin, cov- 
ered with the colors ,.f the "Army" and 
wreaths i f flowers, was placed in an open 
hearse. The cortege passed into George 
square, where some 000 "soldiors," mean- 
while being marshaled, followed, accom- 
panied by two bauds. Tho procession, 
interspersed with draped banners, passed 
along the main thoroughfares to the Ne- 
cropolis, hymns being played by the bands 
and sung by the "soldiers." At the grave 
Edmunds and Reynolds, who stylo them- 
selves "majors," conducted the burial 
service, tho former passing a warm eulogy 
on the deceased. '! hree Bhouts of "Hal- 
lelujah, Amen '." e piiv.-ilent to three vol- 
leys, brought the funeral to a close. 

The Westminster and Chelsea News re- 
ports a strange state of morals among 
upper-class English women.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
tltnt regulations ahoiiiii lie mado us 
to the Htoritgu uiul catriago nf l'otro- 
ietitii, Coul Oil, Naptlia and other com- 
bustible matter within tlio City Limits, 

Bk it enacted by the .Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows :— 

1. No person shall keep ill any wooden 
shed or building on storage nr f. >r sale 
any Petroleum, Coal Oil, Nnptha, Burn- 
ing Fluid or other combustible matter in 
quantities greater than 50 gallons, if con- 
tained in wooden casks, wr 100 gallons if 
stored in metal cases, without a License 
from tho Corporation. 

'2. No person without such License 
shall keep in any brick or stone building 
any of the aforesaid articles in quantities 
greater than 250 gallons if contained in 
wood, or 1,000 gallonsjif stored in metal 
cases. 

3. Every License Bhall opacify the 
building, street or locality, and the quan- 
tity in gallons of the combustible arti- 
cles before mentioned which may be stor- 
ed therein. 

4. Tho promises in or upon which any 
of the combustible articles aforesaid shall 
be stored shall be open at all limits to tho 
inspection i.f the Corporation or its 
O Dicer*. 

5. The Corporation may, before any 
License shall bo granted at aforesaid, re- 
quire such precautions to he taken against 
fire as they may deem necessary. 

0. No person shall remove on any dray, 
cart, waggon or other vehicle any com- 
bustible mailer in quantities greater than 
L'JjO gttllons at any one time. 

7. Any person or persons refusing or 
neglecting tri comply with any of tho pro- 
vision or requirements of this Bylaw, or 
guilty of any infraction thereof, shall 
tipotl conviction thereof he subject to a 
fine of not Iohh than So or more than ?f>0. 

8. Every penally imposed by this By- 
law may, together with the costs of con- 
viction, he recovered in a summary man- 
ner before the Police Magistrate, or any 
Justice of tho Peace having jurisdiction 
within the limits of tho City of Victoria, 
and nmy be levied by distress and Halo of 
the goods and chattels of the offender;

offender for any term not exceeding one 
calendar month in one of tier Majesty's 
gaols.
